Psychologist and consultant Judith Bardwick talks to BART supervisors and 
managers at February 17 forum. 


‘Psychology of Earning’ 
Has Arrived, Says 
Business Consultant 


oe me should strive to create trust, says Judith Bardwick, by 
explaining what they plan to do and why they’re going to do it. 

A California psychology professor and business consultant, 
Bardwick spoke to a group of BART managers and supervisors at a 
District Management Forum on February 17 at the MetroCenter Au- 
ditorium. 

“Employees have a right and a need to know what kind of job secu- 
rity they can expect to earn, and what they have to do to earn it? 
Bardwick said. 

Earn it? Yes, indeed, earn it, Bardwick said. The days of the ‘the en- 
titlement habit’ are over and the days of ‘the psychology of earning’ 
have arrived. 

During the entitlement years, Bardwick said, “People got raises, bo- 
nuses, benefits pretty much as a matter of course.” Productivity is low 
where entitlement has taken hold. 

Managers must engender a ‘psychology of earning? Bardwick told 
the BART group, a sense that compensation has to be earned. Con- 
structive competition and sustained challenges are just two ways of 
emphasizing merit. 

But creating trust, she said, is more important than anything else. be)
